A CANTON OPIUM ORDER. 


ANOTHER VIOLATION OF THE AGREEMENT. ~ 


It is reported that the Commissioner 
of Police ati Canton has issued an order 
absolutely forbidding tho importation of 
opium after December 3ist of the present 
year. . 

By Article Ii]. of the Opium Agroe- 
ment the British: Government agreed 
that Indian opium shall not be conveyed 
into any provinee of China which can 
establish by clear cvidence that it has 
effectively suppressed the cultivation and | 
import of natixe opium, but the clause 
also states: “It is understood, however, 
that the closing of the ports of Canton 
and Shanghai tothe import of Indion 
opium shall not take effect. except as tho 
final. step on. the part of the Chinese 
Government: for the completion of the 
above measure.” 

There seems to be abundant evidence 
that opium ‘s still being cultivated “in 
many parts of China, including the 
province .of Kwantung, and tho order 
promulgated bythe Canton Commissioner 
of Police, therefore, constitutes’ “but 
another example of the way in. which this 
Agreement is being violated.
